LOSING A FILLING 

. .Why do fillings sometimes fall out? 

It's important to know just what functions a filling does and 
doesn't serve in a tooth. It does seal off and protect the hole 
formed by tooth decay and the drilling required to remoSe'JC'.^ 
But the filling doesn't in itself make the tooth any stronger. In' — 
fact, the strength of the filling depends on the amount of tooth 
material left surrounding it after the' decay is removed. 
Usually,' the larger the filling, the weaker it is. 
. If your fittings fall out frequently, it could be that they are 
simply too largeto be held>securely by the remaining tooth 
structure. In this case, crowns (caps) should be made. Crowns 
serve the same purpose as fillings, but they fit over and sur- 
round the toolh, rather fhOn fitting within it.
